Yet 
until 130 years ago it was illegal to 
build a permanent house there. 
The 
island was held by “merchant adven­ 
turers" for the sake of the fisheries 
They hired their fishermen in England, 
look them across the Atlantic each 
spring and brought them back at the 
commencement of winter. 
Newfoundland's importance in the 
cod fishery arises to a great extent 
from the fact that it is only within her 
waters that the small fish desirable as 
bait can be obtained in the necessary 
Quantities. — London Telegraph.

In response to an inquiry as to why 
officers and men of the navy “salut§ 
the deck” and civilians remove their 
hats when going aboard a naval ves­ 
sel it may be said that, though com­ 
monly called a “salute to the deck,” 
the salute in question is really a sa­ 
lute to the flag. For instance, at night 
on reaching the quarter deck or upon 
leaving it no salute is required, as the 
flag is, of course, not flying.

Miller did not take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to get out 
of the state on the money he obtain- 
ed by issuing the bad checks. This 
is shown by the fact that he was in 
Connersville yesterday 
and even 


ventured so far s\a to come to the 
home of Gray, east of the city. 


The checks issued by Miller were 


v«y crude. The writing was very 
poor "and-ft close* inspection of the 
checks would show that they were 
forged. One of the checks given by 
Miller had only the figure six to tell 
what the amount was, and the check 
was not properly filled. It was for 
this reason that the cheeks 
were 


turned down toy some of the mer- 
chants.

Secretary of Chicago United Chari- 


ties Says Illegally Operated Sa-

loons Can't be Eradicated. 


FEW BREWERS OWN SALOONS 


(By United PreuO 


Chicago, Dee. 17.^-Althoug'h he 


admitted the existence of illegally 
operated saloons, A. J. Cermak, sec- 
retary of the United Societies, to- 
day told the United Press why it is 
•impossible to eradicate them through 
Tjrewery co-operation. 


; Cermak conceded the inability of 


municipal governments to 
stamp 


\out saloons with red light tenden- 
cies. He admitted it might be pos- 
sible to. stamp out such saloons, by 
breweries refusing to sell them. No 
such move has been started, how- 
ever, 'because of complications in- 
volved. 


"In Chicago there are 52 brewer- 


ies'," said Cermak. "Of -those ten 
are owned by the'saloon keepers. Of- 
the remaining 43 there 
are 
many 


who knowingly sell to illegitimate 
places. Even if all the city brewer- 
ies refused to sell such places, oth- 
ers would. Competition is too keen." 


Cennak denied that many saloon 


licenses are owned by breweries. He 
said that where this condition exist- 
ed, for the protection ol'the brew- 
ers, or where brewers owned build- 
ings or fixtures that would: give 
them, a leverage over saloon keepers, 
he did not believe, the law being 
broken. 


Publicity,' he : admitted 
might 


"smoke out" the illegal saloon keep- 
er. Wide advertisement of the co- 
operation of the liquor interest in a 
movement to stamp, but the illegal 
saloon might help, he said.

which London was amazed the other 
afternoon when the Duke of Rutlaw 
led Ben Tillett to/the stage of His 
Majesty's Theatre-before 
a thor- 


oughly mixed crowd of "supper" and 
"lower" class Britishers and launch- 
ed Bon's lecture on the war. 


Rutland—tall, monocled, 
frock- 


coated, spatted, with Campaign ac- 
cent and Mayfair manner, Tillett 
shorty stumpy, sack-coated, 
haggy- 


trousercd, with an East End jaw 
and Cockney accent. 


The Duke—tory of tories, Ms fam- 


ily tree rooted in the middle ages, a 
topnotchcr of the British landed gen- 
try, and with certain Americans 
doubtless would term a "malefactor 
of great vpealth." 


The Docker—man of the people 


day-laborer, England's most belli- 
gerent strike-leader and, in his own 
words, an "international social revo- 
lutionist"—before the war. 


It was a graphic illustration of the 


leveling effect of war in this country 
of classes. . 


Duke and Docker -were on the 


same mission—to impress the British 
public with its responsibility tow- 
ard the men at the front 


The aristocratic Rutland, praised 


the patriotism 
of the hundreds of 


thousands of Ben Tillett's type who 
answered the King's call; and Til- 
lett handed it right hack to the aris- 
tocracy. 


With a foreefulness and rugged 


eloquence that brought as much ap- 
plause from fashionably clad women 
in the stalls as from his own friends 
in pit and gallery, Tillett told how 
he had seen "toffs" and truckmen on 
the Flanders 'battlefront fighting, 
playing, eating, sleeping, «3yingNside 
by side.
